Rich-Quick Would Better Recon- 
sider His Determination. 
Greenhorn purchasers of mining 
stocks often find out that the game 
is not so simple as it looks, and thut 
it is not all a mere matter of buy- 
ing anything the promoter recome 
mends,-and later selling it out at a 

profit. 

The term ‘“‘greenhorn” in this case 
is used advisedly, as it is the ama- 
teur speculator who gets landed by 
the wild-cat promoter in nine cases 
out of ten. The old hand doesn’t buy 
wild-cats, says The Toronto Star, He 
can spot them a mile away, sv to 
speak, and pretty generally places his 
money in a producing mine for the 
stock in which there is a more or 
less assured market. 

Some of the devices which the pro- 
moters of these wild-cats use to en- 
trap the unwary are old, but still 
apparently effective. 

One of the most effective devices 
is that the promoter who puts a cer-

to fifty cents a share. This hurries 


up a lot of reluctant nibblers, whe ! 


haste to get in before the price get: 
up. The day comes, and the advertise 
ments are changed accordingly. At 
tention: is drawn to the promise, 
which is now fulfilled, and the stock, 
it is now announced, has advanced 
to 59 cents a share. 

This, howéver, does not mean that 
the promoter will now pay 50 cents 
a share for any stock his clients who 
bought at 25 cents might wish to sell 
back to him, and so double their 
money. Oh, no. That would be too 
easy. It only means that purchasers 
from the promoter must pay 50 cents 
a share, unless they can get a private 
discount, while all the 25-cent crowd 
can do is console themselves by be- 
lieving that their stock is worth dou- 
ble what they paid for it, even if they 
can’t sell it. ‘This game goes on for 
a while, and finally the advertising 
campaign languishes. Clients write 
and want to know when or where 
they can take their profits. 

Probably their letters aren’t an- 
swered. If they come in person, they 
may be told a dozen things. The mine 
may have suddenly petered out. The 
demand for the stock has fallen off, 
but will likely revive again shortly, 
or any other reason may be advanced 
which will sound plausible. 

The real explanation is that the 
promoter has sold all of that particu- 
lar kind of paper that he can, that he 
doesn’t propose to buy any back, that 
he doesn’t propose tokeep on advertis- 
doesn’t propose to keep on advertis- 
ing so as to create a market for other 
people’s stock, and that he probably 
has a new mine to float, and the re- 
sult is that thousands of people hold 
on, with the hope deferred that mak- 
eth the heart sick, to the worthless 
paper which they have bought, but 
which they have never been and nev- 
er, in all human probability, will be 
able to sell. 

Another successful device is for the 
promoter, after he has sold all the 
stock he can, to announce that the 
balance of the stock and control of 
the property has been bought by an 
Americau syndicate, who will develop 
the property. 

Time passes, and the syndicate 
shows no signs of life. Perhaps it 
never existed. Ask the promoter about 
it, and he’ll tell you that he has no 
control over the syndicate, that per- 
haps they are short of money, or have 
decided, after all, that it would cost 
too much to develop. In any event, 
the promoter’s skirts are clear, and 
the dupes—well, they are just dupes, 
that’s all. 

There are dozens of other devices. 
There is the device of publishing fic- 
titious bids for a stock, where nobody 
ever can locate the bidder. It is an 
old device of promoters to quote a 
high price as being bid for their stock 
while they are on the quiet, and 
through other brokers, dumping all 
the stock they can get rid of at lower 
prices. 

That the game is profitable for the 
promoters nobody doubts, and that 
it ultimately works injury to the 
shares of reputable properties nobody 
doubts either, while the misery and 
the heartache that is caused in thous- 
ands of homes where the few dollars 
that the wild-cat promoter has gob- 
bled could be ill spared cannot be 
estimated: 

What is the remedy? 
the “greenhorn’”’ do? 

Let him not speculate. Let him 
not harbor the ‘‘get-rich-quick”’ mi- 
crobe, which will only impoverish 
him.

But while the 
government does not guarantee the de- 
posits In national banks it safeguards 
them by close inspection of the condi- 
tion of all of them, so that there Is sel- 
dom a bad failure of a national bank.

This style became 
popular then, but now the old fashion- 
ed brass and gilt cornices of colonial 
days are most in demand. The orig- 
inals are so rare that they are olmost 
unattainable, but such good !mitations 
are made that the difference cun 
scarcely be noted. 

When cornices were the fashion in 
former years it was the custom to 
draw back the curtains, put today they 
are, as a rule, allowed to hang. The 
lambrequin is edged with gimp of the 
same shade as the cloth, and some- 
times, when the curtains are made of 
some cheap little material, such as 
cotton or cotton and silk, this gimp Is 
not used at all. Bedroom curtains, 
made of some soft material and edged 
with ‘a ruffle of lace, are exceedingly 
effective hanging from a brass cornice 
no sash curtain being used. 

Fortunately fashion does not sanc 
tion the Nottingham lace curtains, un: 
graceful, hard to launder and alto 
gether hideous. Swiss, madras and Cal 
cutta net are welcome substitutes 
Soft cream madras, ranging from 35 ta 
70 cents a yard, may be made into as 
pretty a curtain as any one could de 
sire. Colored nets in a great variety 
of designs are used for casement cur 
tains or for {nner curtains when the

EAR TROUBLES. 


As a Rule They Are Due to Abuses 
of Some Kind. 

The best way to care for the ear Is 
to study the things not to do. It is 
one of the most independent of organs, 
knowlng very well bow to take care of 
itself. If it fs duly respected, little 
trouble or none will result. In cases 
where something unforeseen goes 
wrong a physician should be consulted 
at once. AJmost all troubles of the 
ear are due to abuses of some kind. 
The wax seems to worry a great many 
people, and in their concern they usual. 
ly manage to seriously Interfere with 
its functions. In the healthy ear the 
wax, or cerumen, {fs a thin, yellowish 
fluid that thickens into a paste as it 
dries. Nature provides for its natural 
exit from the ear passage by uniting 
it with the tiny flakes of dead skin, 
which fall outward unnoticed either by 
seeing or feeling. Thus wax does not 
accumulate In a healthy ear, which has 
just enough to make sticky the stiff 
little hairs that grow in the passage. 

Instruments should never be poked 
into the ear by the inexperlenced nor 
wads of material continually mopped 
and squeezed into the opening for 
cleansing. Usually such treatment tin- 
duces an Increase or caking of wax. 
Hot water !s the best solvent for wax, 
105 to 115 degrees F. If the need of it 
{s Imperative, gently syringe the ear 
with it. Cotton plugs in the ear are 
useful at times, but should be used no 
more than absolutely necessary, for 
they obstruct the canal and interfere 
with the natural way of casting off 
wax.

Skrinking Flannel, 

All good flannel! ts shrunk before be- 
ing offered to the public, and the proc- 
ess is carried on by the most experi- 
enced cloth workers. The flannels are 
placed between two heavy wet sheets 
first and left {n that position for twen- 
ty-four to thirty-six hours, When re- 
moved they are spread out on specially 
prepared rails in a drying room heated 
by steam pipes, where they are allow- 
ed to remain until thoroughly dry. The 
next process Is to place the lengths of 
the fiannel in folds between layers of 
glossy paper and subject it to a press- 
ing by hydraulic machines. The more 
pressure they are subjected to the more 
valuable and beavy the flannels be- 
come.—Lonfion Graphic.

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PARAFFINING OF CHEESE. 


{t May Be Done on the Farm at Lit- 
tle Expense. 


Nearly all factory cheese !s now par- 
affined, and the advantages obtained 
by covering the cheese with a thin lay- 
er of paraffin are: 

The loss in welght during curiug is 
Much lesg than without the paraffin, 
and the cheese will stand a higher tem- 
perature in the curing room without 
damage. 

Mold is entirely prevented or at least 
greatly checked. 

Files cannot deposit thelr eggs 
through the paraffin, and that prevents 
skippers, 

The paraffining of factory cheese is 
done by dipping it In melted paraffin, 
80 that a thin layer adheres to the 
cheese, but of course !t takes quite a 
large kettle full to dip even a ten 
Pound cheese, and this method would 
on that account be somewhat expen- 
Sive for cLeesemakers on the farm. 
The paraffining can, however, be done 
at practically no expense and with 
“ little work by the following meth- 


Melt a pound or two of paraffin (cost- 
Ing about 15 cents per pound) In a ket- 
tle until {t 1s quite hot and begins to 
Smoke and ¢hen cover the surface of 
the cheese, using a fairly stiff brush, 
Say about an Inch jn d®meter, and rub 
It In good. Be sure to keep the paraf- 
fin hot and dip the brush frequently. 
Do not try to cover too much surface 
witb one dipping of the brush. The 
coating should be about half the thick- 
ness of a dime and adhere well to the 
cheese. It takes less than 1 cent's 
worth of paraffin for a ten pound- 
cheese. 

The cheese should preferably be 
from three to ten days old when par- 
affined, and the surfuce must be wiped 
dry. It is best to leave the cheese In 
& warm room for some hours before 
Paraffining; otherwise it is difficult to 
get a coating that will stick. As the 
farmer generally has no regular curing 
room, says a writer in Hoard’s Dairy- 
man, It will pay bim well to take the 
little extra trouble in paraffining all 
his cheese. 


Homemade Butter Worker. 

A very effective butter worker, which 
will-save a great deal of labor, can be 
made by any man at all handy with 
tools out of some strips of hard wood, 
maple preferred. Fashion the pleces 
{nto a wide, shallow trough, tapering at 
one end to about four inches, Set this 
trough on three legs, two under the 
wide end and one under the narrow 
end, strengthened by an extra plece un- 
derneath to fit them Into. 

Make a roller out of a plece of the 
wood four Inches square and one foot 
longer than the trough or body of work- 
er. <A very good length for a medium 
sized dairy would be thirty Inches for 
the body part and four inches for the 
roller, Cut with a fine tooth saw one 
Inch deep on each side of the stick 
at 8 point twelve Inches from one end. 
This extra twelve inches {s for a han- 
dle and should be dressed down round 
and smooth to about two. inches, so 
that it Is easy to grasp by the operator. 
The remaining three feet must be made 
tapering, the small end (that opposite 
the handle) belng not more than an 
fnoch {n dlameter. Dress the wood 
square, then cut off the four corners to 
make {t octagon In shape. 

In the narrow end of the trough 
drive an ordinary fron staple and in 
the small end of the roller ao short, 
heavy cut fron natl—not a wire nail, 
which would be likely to bend. The 
nail should project about an Inch. This 
fits Into the staple, holding the roller 
in place, and completes about as effec- 
tive a butter worker as any one need 
ask for, 


Dairy Talk of Today 


The best cows do not always have the 
largest udders. Often udders are de- 
ceptive. Scales and the Babcock test 
{s the surest way to determine your 
most profitable cows. 

Test Associations. 

It fs important to know the yearly 
yleld of every cow in the herd and 
whether she !s paying or not if the 
best results are wished for. To this 
end test associations are belng formed 
in some parts of the country to work 
out the problem of herd improvemsnt. 

Just Before Milking. 

There are two very practical meth- 
ods of reducing the amount of hair, 
dust and filth that ordinarily falls into 
the milk. By giving the flanks of the 
animal and the udder a good washing 
and then wiping dry just before milk- 
ing; the other, and probably the most 
satisfactory method, !s to wipe the ud- 
der and adjacent parts with a damp 
cloth. 

Stable Bacteria. 

At Cornell Agricultural college some 
of the trained scientific men engaged 
there undertook the study of stable 
bacterla and how fast they will multl- 
ply, A hair from a cow’s flank was 
put into 500 cubic centimeters of stersl- 
ized milk. After shaking It for a 
minute there were fifty-two bacteria 
per cubic centimeter; after twenty-four 
hours it contalned 55,000 per cubic 
centimeter. A cubic centimeter of milk 
is a very smal] quantity, only a few 
drops, and {s expressed In abreviation 
by the letters C. C. Another exper!l- 
Ment was made in which a plece of 
hay taken from the stable floor about 
two Inches long was placed in 500 cubic 
centimeters of sterilized milk. The milk 
was shaken one minute and then con- 
tained 8,025; after twenty-four hours it 
contained 3.412,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. Now, it is these bacteria 
of the destructive kind, says Hoard’s 
Dairyman, that destroy the quality in 
milk. cream. butter 9nd cheese, 


Bad Habits In Poultry Culture. 
There are a few bad habits in poultry 
culture. Among those none are so inp 
jurious as lack of exercise, overfeed 
ing, overcrowding and the presence of 
insect vermin, says the Feather. The 
union of these four destroys many that 
might otherwise be prosperous flocks. 
and this can be traced to either the 
“ignorance or neglect of the attendant. 
Either or all should be blamed upon 
the caretaker, In this day of poultry 
enlightenment no one can present a 
reasonable excuse for ignorance, and 
' there cannot be any possible excuse 

! offered for carelessness or neglect. 


A WEST POINT STORY 
ODD INCIDENT THAT MADE GENERAL 
BUELL BREAK A RECORD. 


A Flagrant Breach of Discipline That 
‘Was Grotesque Enough to Make the 
General Who Never Laughed Roar 
In Spite of His Grimness. 


General Buell, whose timely arrival 
at Shiloh, some military critics hold, 
saved General Grant from defeat, was 
known In the old army as “the man 
who can’t laugh.” General Buell was 
not grave merely; he was grim. Yet 
two yearling cadets at West Point 
made General Buell break a record. 

It was hot on the plateau above the 
waters of the Hudson, hotter than the 
cheek of a fieldpiece that has been in 
action, so hot that the leaves on the 
elm tree shriveled and the feet of the 
pacing sentries burned from contact 
with the only paved path on the goy- 
ernment reservation. 

The plebes had reported and were 
quartered in two divisions of barracks, 
the upper class men having been turn- 
ed out to share quarters with their 
comrades in tho other divisions. 

The June examinations were on. 
The board of visitors, of which Gen- 
eral Buell was a member, had pald Its 
perfunctory visits to mess hall, to aca- 
demic building and to barracks. It 
was 10 o'clock {n the morning. Two 
cadets had been thrown by fate and 
by the arrival of the plebes Into the 
same room of the fifth division of bar- 
racks, The thermometer in the shade 
of the guardhouse registered 99 de- 
gress. In the room in which the two 
cadets were quartered doubtless it 
stood 10 degrees higher. 

There had been one morning Iinspec- 
tion of quarters by an army officer, and 
the two yearlings, gasping for breath 
in a room into which the sun beat with 
no regard for cadet feelings, had every 
reason to believe that there would be 
no further inspections that morning. 
They had stood the ordeal of the exam- 
{nging board at 9 o’clock, and, with no 
studies {n hand, they thought they were 
safe until the first call for dinner. 

By the law of the academy every 
cadet In quarters was to be Jn full dress 
uniform until 11 o’clock.

“Done,” said the other. 

And forthwith they stripped. Then 
the mattresses were pulled from the 
bunks and thrown under the window, 
through which occasionally came a 
whiff of breeze, grateful though heat 
laden. 

“Id Uke to smoke,” sald the future 
artilleryman as he threw himself on 
one of the mattresses. 

“T’'m going to smoke,” said his com: 
rade. | 

And instanter pipes were lighted, and 
the room began filling with fragrant 
blue fog. 

There was & clink of a sword heard 
in the hallway. Its sound brought con- 
sternation. An inspection was on. Be 
fore the two yearlings had time ta 
think there was a rap, and the door 
was thrown open, and In came, not the 
ordinary second leutenant Inspecting 
officer, but Lieutenant Colonel Henry 
M. Lazelle, commandant of cadets, and 
Major General Don Carlos Buell, Unit: 
ed States army. 

Discipline strikes In. The two cul: 
prit cadets sprang to attention In- 
stantly, heels together, arma hanging 
naturally and the little fingers where 
the seams of the trousers would have 
been if they'd had any trousers on. 
The future artilleryman was clothed 
{n one sock, and in this attire he was 
one sock the better of his comrade. 
They stood there rigid. The position 
of a soldier was never better main: 
tained. Commandant Lazelle turned 
purple with rage at this graceless 
breach of discipline actually paraded 
before a major general of the United 
States army and a member of the 
board of visitors. 

The cadet who one day was to com- 
mand a battery had dropped his pipe. 
The hot bowl touched his great toe, 
and the burning was too much for 
even a soldier's stolidity, and he emlt- 
ted a very boylike “Ouch!” 

General Don Carlos Buell took in the 
spectacle and all the glorious humor 
of the situation. His grimness was 
not proof against such a sight as this. 
He leaned back against 1 table and 
roared, and not even the wrath In the 
commandant’s face could check his 
roaring. 

“Come, general,” said the comman- 
dant; “let us go. I shall report these 
young men for turee flagrant ylola- 
tions of the rules of the academy.” 
General Buell looked at the guilty 
ones and roared again. The comman- 
@ant led the way out of the room, but 
the culprits heard the laugh of Buell 
all the way through the hall, across 
tbe area of barracks, until finally it 
came as a sort of chuckling echo from 
the office of the guardhouse. 

The culprits were coufronted with 
the probability of about three months’ 
confinement to quarters and about 
fifty tours of extra guard duty as a re- 
sult of thelr disregard for discipline. 
They were in the depths for twenty- 
four hours, and then the Ilst of the 
day's delinquents was read, and, lo, 
their names did not appear! 

General Don Carlos Buell had haé 
the laugh of his lifetime, and because 
of the joy of it he had asked the com 
mandant to spare the offenders.

It contains more than four times the 
egg producing value of grain. 

That’s why green bone makes eggs 
more fertile. 

It tones up the entire system and 
fills the head of the flock with vim 
and vitality. 

That's why green bone makes stron- 
ger, livelier chicks at hatching. 

Bone fed hens lay eggs with life 
and vitality in them. 

That's why green bone develops 
earlier broilers and earlier layers. 

It promotes growth and the develop- 
ment of bone and muscle by providing 
abundant material for making bone 
and muscle. 

That’s why green bone makes heavier 
market fowls. 

It gives a good framework to start 
with and helps lay on heavy flesh. 

That’s why green bone makes red 
combs, bright eyes and glossy plum- 
age. 

It gives a tone to the entire system 
of the fowl that nothing else will. 


The Molting Period. 

The best care should be taken of our 
fowls to keep them In good condition 
during the trying period of molting. 
It is a great drain upon thelr vitality 
to grow a new coat of plumage. Too 
often the necds of our fowls are total- 
ly ignored during this really critical 
season because they have dropped off 
in egg yield, says American Poultry 
Journal. It is best to select such 
fowls from one's flock as you desire 
to retain for breeding and market the 
balance before they begin to shed 
their feathers, We are too apt to look 
on time spent on our Biddies getting 
their “new clothes” as lost, not giving 
due credit to them for the long months 
of faithful service given in filling the 
egg basket and hatching and rearing 
our young birds. In consequence 
when eggs grow scarce we call into 
use the hatchet, and not infrequently 
the mnost useful members of our flocks 
lose their heads because of the ragged 
condition. 


Farmers and Poultry. 

The farmer has a real grievance 
against the poultry fancier in that he 
bas done all of his crossing and In- 
breeding of fathers, daughters, uncles 
and aunts without any regard to prac- 
tical utility, says Farming. Whether 
the bens from which he has been 
breeling were producing sixty eggs a 
year or 200 made no difference. His 
whole alm has been to breed out a foul 
flight feather or two or to create a bet- 
ter comb or eyes of a better tint at a 
sacrifice of everything else. The re- 
sult is that when a farmer goes into 
the market to buy thoroughbreds with 
his money In his pocket ready and will- 
Ing to pay for the best stock he not on- 
ly often pays for qualities he does not 
need, but actually pays a premium for 
something that hae been obtained at a 
sacrifice of the very qualities which he 
does need. There are a few men, how- 
ever, raising thoroughbred stock that 
{s “bred to lay’’ or to meet certain mar 
ket demands, and those are the men 
that should be patronized. 


White Holland Turkey. 

The white Holland turkey is sald to 
be a native of Holland. This breed of 
turkeys as described by the American 
standard of perfection is far and away 
a larger and much more beautiful fowl 
than the common white turkey of Hol- 
land. 

The standard weights are: Cock, 26 
pounds; cockerel, 18 pounds; hen, 10 
pounds; pullet, 12 pounds. Disqualify- 
ing welghts: Cock weighing less than 
20 pounds; hen, less than-:12 pounds. 
The plumage is pure white through- 
out; shanks and toes, white or pinkish 
white; eyes, hazel; head, rich red, 
changeable to bluish white.
